_IN NATIONAL CAMPAIGNS 


The Orators Bureau an Important Branch of the Na- 
tional Campaign Headquarters of the Two Great 
Parties---Story of the Man Looking for Work.

Money is important In a national cam- 
paign, strategy is esscntial, literature is 
helpful, and red fire has {ts wees; but 
no one of these things, or all vf them 
combined, seem to constitute quit: such 
an important element. in a presidential, 
election as mass meetings and spread- 
eagle oratory. The American people de- 
mand this sort of. thing,-and the party 
that fails to supply it suffers fn the pop- 
ular estimation. The personage who its 
Placed in charge of .the. speakers’ bu- 
reau at the national headquarters of the 
two great political parties must be a 
man of genivs—he must haye the fac- 
ulty of inducing great men to orate, and 
the firmness and tactfulness th squelch 
fourth rate talkers who want to. earn: no- 
torlety if not fame at the expense of 
the big party organizations. 

The business of furnishing eloquence 
for the people of the United States once 
In every four year is run on a’systematic 
plan. Contrary to popular Impression, 
the orators are not turned loose on the 
helpless populace and permitted to say 
what they please. Instead of this they 
are compelled to study their parts and 
attend rehearsals with all of the pa- 
tlence ang humility of a six-dollar-a- 
week super. about t@ make his first 
Broadway appearance. The ‘“‘keynote’”’ of 
a campaign is usually struck by the tem- 
porary or permanent chairman of the 
national convention of the party. His 
spésch is published in pamphlet form in 
what is known as the republican or 
democratic campaign book, as the case 
may be. This book, consisting of four 
Or five hundred. pages, usually contains 
the platforms and principles of the par- 
ty, as well as the speeches and utter- 
ances of its more prominent members, 
and it constitutes the campaign speak- 
ers’ bible. If he hopes to be effective, 
or if he hopes to retain his usefulness 
within the party lines, he must stick to 
the texts contained within the 
pages of tHis book—to stray from it 
might place him in the position of a 
Burchard and ruin the prospects of the 
party that thas been good enough to em- 
ploy him to exploit his talents. 


The Humor of Campaigning. 

The humorous side of campaigning in 
the Unitea States is undoubtcdly the 
most entertaining side of American po!- 
itics. The big men in the great poiiti- 
cal partes who have earned their lau- 
rels are utilize@ for the purpose of fir- 
ing the heaviest guns. The late John 
Sherman, for instance, was always se- 
lected to make the leading Speech out- 
lining the finamcial policy of the repub- 
lican .party; and in like manner. the Jate 
lamented William McKinley was the ex- 
ponent of the tariff from the standpoint 
of the republican party. so it is with 
the big men on the democratic side of 
the house. But a perfect school of Iit- 
tle fish follow these whales. Now the 
smaller orators are very well aware 
that they cannot hold an audience for 
any length of time in the discussion of 
serious themes, so they take men like 
Chauncey Depew as their models and 
intersperse’ their political arguments 


some of which are really humorous and 
some of which are only intended to be 
humorous. Between laughs they try to 
convince the audience that the political 
doctrines which they 4fe promulgating 
are the only things worthy of serious 
onsideration. 

"Shake your audience laugh” is the 
one point impressed on the embryo ora- 
tors by the headquarters men. But with

MILITARY SUGGESTIONS 


OLONEL WILLIAM G. OBBAR, 
( inspector general of the state 
troops, in hig annual report just 


made to Adjutant General 8. W. Harris, 
makes many important suggestions with 
reference to improving the conditions of 
the troops in the state service. 

Colonel Obear thinks. all the colored 
troops in the state should be disbanded. 
On thig subject he says: 


“The passage of this law (the Dick 
bill) requires serious consideration of 
the questign whether the coiored troops 
should be retained in the service or noc. 
The law contemplates that they be 
put on the same equality in every way 
with other troops and requires tne re- 
peal of section 34 of the military 
code, which discriminates against them 
to the extent,that it makes the colored 
officer always junior to the white offi- 
cer, regardless of their relative rank. 
If these troops are to be retained and 
their status is to be the same as that 
of the white troops, it will certainly 
decrease the enlistment of desirable men 
in the’ white organizations, for no mat- 
ter how remote the chance may be, men 
will not desire to put themselves in a 
positfon wher ea colored officer may 
command them or demand their salutes 
in recognition of his rank. In addi- 
tion to this, it is not seen how the col- 
ored troops can be of any practical 
benefit to the state, as they could not 
be used to sUppress riot where white 
men were engaged without aggravat- 
ing the affair and it would be a doubt-

Chief of Police and Chairman of Po- 
lice Board Hold Consultation 
Tomorrow Relative to the 
Charges and Counter 
Charges. 


Jntil a consultation 4s held between 
Chief of Police John W. Ball and Chair- 
man 8. W. Day, of the police board, to- 
morrow morning, it is not known whether 
charges will be preferred against Cap- 
tain Z. B. Moon and Call Officer S. T. 
Tibbs. | 

As yet no formal charges have been 
drawn up, but in view of the fact that 
beth officers have drawn up written 
charges, one against the other, it ‘s 
more than likely that the matter wil] be 
put before the board and given an air- 
ing. 

In order that the commissioners be 
thoroughly conversant with the case in 
ell of its details, Chief Ball sent all of 


the papers in the matter to Chairman S. 
W. Day. of the police board. It is now 
up to the members of the board. ff 
thev desire to héar the charges against 
Captain Moon and Tibbs they have but 
to savy so and the entire matter will be 
aired. If not it will rest where !t is. 
Tibbs has been transferred to the day 
watch, while Cantain Moon is !n com- 
mand of the evening watch. 

The publication of the entire affair be- 
tween Cantain Moon and Officer Tibbs 
has caused considerable talk around po- 
lice headquarters and a number of the 
men have expressed themselves as _ be- 
ing in favor of having the matter drop 
and all unnleasantness hetween the par- 
ties concerned smoothed over. 

Captain Moon said yesterday that there 
was nothing new in the matter so far 
as he knew. He says he stands ready 
to refute any and all charges that have 
been made. 

When Ed Brigman was arrested Cap- 
tnin Moon claims he was only charzed 
with being drunk on the streets. The 
records show that this was _ scratched 
out later and a charge of drunk and dis- 
orderly entered and $25.75 written as 
cash collateral 40 be jrequired. The 
change was made by the same person 
who docketed the original case, as the 
writing is the same and was evidently 
made by Station Sergeant Manley. 

Chief of Police John W. Ball refuses 
to discuss the case in any of its phases. 
He says he turned the papers in the 
matter over to Chairman Day almost as 
goon as they were filed with him. This 
he did in order that the board of police 
commissioners be entirely conversaut 
with everything pertaining to the caso. 

As To Ed Brigman. 

Captain Moon said yesterday that he 
thought Ed Brigman would return to At- 
lanta to testify in the casa if he knew 
of the circumstances. 

“Brigman has been copied out a num- 
ber of times,’ said Captain Moon yes- 
terday, ‘“‘and always came back to ap- 
pear for trial. He was well known to 
the officers and men. On this occasion 
he was represented_in court by an attor- 
nev, after having been given a copy by 
myself, and I think my responsibility 
ceased when he appeared and Judge 
Broyles continued the case on a certifi- 
cate of a physician.” 

Around police barracks the opinion as 
to who is gullty and who is innocent is 
about evenly divided. Tibbs has his 
friends and supporters who think he 
has been snubbed by Captain Moon and 
the latter has a number of friends and 
supporters who are of the opinion that 
he is not guilty of anything he is charg- 
ed with by Call Officer Tibbs. 

Tibbs said yesterday afternoon that he 
might amend the charges. as he had 
learned that Captain Moon had tried to 


get a patrolman to drink beer while he | 


was on duty. This wever, was some 
time ago when Captaim Moon was a ser- 
geant It Is understood that Patrolman 
James H. Doyal] is-the man referred to 
as the one Captain Moon tried to induce 
to take a drink. ’ 

The two officers against whom charges 
will likely be preferred, are saying but 
little at present, but both are busy se- 
curing evidence and witnesses to be 
ready for trial if the board of pilce com- 
missioners decide to take the matter up. 

Captain Moon says he has never asked 
Officer Doyal to take a drink in his life. 


He says further that since he has been | 


a captain of police he has not taken a 


drink of whisky or beer while on duty | 


and that during the past twelve months 
he has not swallowed a half gallon of 
whisky and beer combined. 


TWO ADJUDGED LUNATICS. 


Ex-Policeman Jeff Hogan and Ben- 
jamin Rainwater Held for 
Lunacy. 

Jeff D. Hogan, of No. !0! Western 
avenue, and Benjamin Rainwater, of No. 
147 Piedmont avenue, were adjudged lu- 
natics in the court of ordinary yesterday 

morning. 

Hogan is well known in the city. He 
was at one time a member of the city 
Police force and for years worked in the 
Tailroad yards. He was crushed by two 
freight cars about three years ago and 
seriously injured. A short while ago he 
met with an accident while working on 
the Central Railroad of Illinois, which 
caused an injury to the brain, from which 
he never fully recovered. It is only at 
times that he is insane and then he im- 
agines himself to be a steam engine.

It 
was then shown that there were in the 
various qyaingangs thirty-seven boys un- 
der 16 years of age, and it was suggested 
at that time as an improvement in thel, 
condition and as the initial Step in the 
final establishment of a reformatory that 
they should be, by appropriate legislation, 
“onfined at the state farm in the boys’ 
department, where they coulé not come 
in contact with older and more hardened 
criminals, 

“While the actual number now in the 
chaingangs is unknown, it is confidently 
asserted that there are at least as many, 
and probably more, now imprisoned :nere- 
in. At the boys’ department on the farm 
there are twenty-one boys under 16 years 
and at the woman's department one girl 
under 16. So there are now in confine- 
ment in chaingangs and in the peniten- 
tiary not less than sixty youthful crim- 
inals, who should be confined in a sepa- 
rate institution where every means should 
be used to make of them better men and 
women,

“Fulton and Richmond counties, recog- 
|nizing the nécessity for such work, main- 
| tain local reformatories, but are the only 
counti®s in the state which have estab- 
lished such institutions. 

“It is thought that this burden should 
be assumed by the state, and that one 
institution established and maithtained 
upon the broad lines of humene rcforina- 
tion, in which all youthful criminals will 
‘be confined and cared for, would be pro- 
iductive of great good and in thorbugh 
|‘keeping with the demands of our prese™ 
civilization.’’ 

Facts About Penitentiary. 

The commission's Report shows that 
there are now 2,315 convicts in the state 
penitentiary. The rate of r:orzatity fo 
the period of twenty months ending May 
31, 1904, was only 1.6 per cent per an- 
num, which is considered remarkably 
small taking into view the class of peo- 
ple who comprise the penitentiary popu- 
lation. 

The commission says there have been 
117 escapes during the twenty months, 
of which 39 have been recaptured. A 
‘arge number of these escapes was in- 
cident to the change in the convict sys- 
tem on April | last. The commission is 
doing everything in its power to correct 
this evil. 

During the period covered by this re- 
port the commission has heara and detei 
mined 357 applications for executive clem- 
ency, as follows:

“The contracts so made will bring into 
the state treasury annually, for a period 
of five years, beginning April |, 1904, 
the gross sum Ol op seagy oa egg a 
educti the necessary expenses 
Se oemtanest, estimated at $115,000, will 
leave a net amount of $225,000 pcr 
annum, which, under the law, will be 
divided among those counties not using 
convict labor upon their pubiic roads, 
acording to population, to be used for 
school or road purposes, as may be de- 
termined by thelr respective grand ju- 
ries. 

“The price at which this labor was 
let—$58.z8 per capita per annum over 
the upset price fixed by the legisla- 
ture—is considered very satisfactory, but 
Was anticipated by the commission, 
which has cOnstantly noted its increas+¢d 
value in its annual report, and which 
in its report of 1902 was confidently 
estimated at not less than $200 per 
capita per annum. As shown by these 
bids, the commission could have 
contracts at this price for the labor of 
4,500 convicts, or 3,000 in excess of tine 
number available for this purpose, ‘

“In conclusion, on this subject, it 
is worthy of note to state that by sub- 
cOntracts already made, some of the 
new contractors are now realizing a 
profit from $50 to $75 on this labor, 
and should conditions remain Unaltered 
at the end of the present contracts, 
it is highly probable that, should new 
contracts be then authorized, the state 
will receive even more for this labor 
than she now obtains.’’ 


Speaking of convicts working on the 
public noads, the commission says: 


“Twenty-nine counties availed them- 
the act of 1903 of working their pro 
rata of the convicts upon their public 
roads, which are indicated by tabie 
No, 12. 

“In order to assist these counties in 
utilizing such labor at the least possi- 
ble expense, and to the best advantage, 
the commission 
with the county authorities, 
agreed with them upon such rules and 
regulations as were thought best adapt- 
ed to the circumstances, making to them 
every possible concession, not in conflict 
with proper, humane treatment, which 
is considered paramount. The commis- 
sion sincerely appreciates the readiness 
With which these authorities are en- 
deavoring to comply with fhe law and 
the rules, and commends them for their 
hearty cooperation along the lines of 
humanity and proper discipline.

It was the presentation of 
this latter check that led to the arrest 
of Moare. 

In court it was shown that Moore had 
been sent to a reformatory at Nashville, 
Tenn., some time ago, having been taken 
there by Detective Ozburn, of the local 
force. 

Since returning from the reformatory, 
Moore says he has ben employed as a 
drummer. He claims to have spent his 
‘last allowance of expense money, and 
told the detectives he forged the check, 
in order to keep straight in his accounts 
with his firm.

Washington, June 25.—(Special.)— 
"Fresh dates will some day be as com- 
mon in this country as bananas are now.” 

These were the words of David G. Fair- 
child, the agricultural explorer, who re- 
cently returned from Persia, where he was 
sent to look up date culture In the inter- 
est of the United States. Mr. Fairchild 
is one of the first, and, I may say, the 
ehief of his profession. Educated as a 
botanist, he worked for a time as such 
in the department of agriculture, and 
then resigned to go to Buitenzorg, Java, 
and study plants and fungus diseases 
in the botanical garden there, the largest 
and finest garden of the world. The ex- 
penses of this trip were furnished by Bar- 
bour Lathrop, of Chicago, at whose sug- 
gestion and under whose patronage Mr. 
Fainzhild later on began to hunt the 
world for new plants for the United 
States. 


Philosophy in Seeds. 

Andrew Carnegie’s philanthropy runs to 
Iibraries, Stanford's millions were swal- 
lowed up in his great California univer- 
sity, and John Rockefeller’s surplus—a 
emall part of it, I fear—goes to the Bap- 
tist church and his famous Chicago col- 
lege. Barbour Lathrop, although a poor 
man in comparison with these three, has 
devoted his gurplus to a pursuit which 
may result in greater value to the United 
States than all the others. Born rich, 
his life before he met Mr. Fairchild had 
been largely devoted to traveling up and 
down the world for Tiis own study and 
amusement. <A typical American, with 
practical business sense, he investigated 
the vegetation of other lands, and as he 
went conceived the idea that many for- 
eign plants might be profitably grown in 
the United tSates. He had been travel- 
ing thirty years beforé he came to the 
conclusion to put this thought into ac- 
tion, and it was with this idea that he 
eent Mr. Fairchild to Buitenzorg, 
later took him with him as a piant ex- 
pert, and traveled from continent to con- 
tinent, seeking new seeds ard plants for 
Tnecle Sam. All this was done without 
cost to the government, save that the re- 
sults were distributed through the agri- 
cultural department. 

Almost at the same time Secretarv Wil- 
gon became interested in the subject. 
Indeed, he had taken it up about the 
time that Mr. 
investigations, ang sincé then the work 
of the two men has gone on side by side. 
The secretary has established a bureau 
for the introduction of valuable plants 
and seeds, and he has today a number 
of agricultural explorers traveling over 
the world at the expense of the dcepart- 
ment. At present Mr. 
at Washington in charge of this bureau, 
working directiy under the Seeretary, al- 


though most of his work as an explorer | 


has been under the sole direction of Mr. 
Lathrop and in connection wich him. I 
first met Mr. Fairchild in 1897, just be- 
fore I started out on a newspaper trip 
of 25,000 miles, which was to cover the 
South American continent, and at his re- 
quest I sent him corn and other seeds 
¥rom about Lake Titicaca and other parts 
of the Andes. I afterwards tramped over 
his tracks in Siam and Java, and I found 
him just ahead of me in Sumatra, New 
Guinea, Australia and the Fijis. Since 
then he has explored South America, has 
gone up and down the coast of Africa, 
and lately to Arabia and up the Persian 
gulf to Bag@ad, the land of dates and 
the “Arabian Nights.” 


Dates for Everyone. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Fairchild, “we will 
have fresh dates and no one who has 
not tasted the date fresh from the tree 
knows what that means. Dates are of as 
many varieties as apples, and some are 
go delicious that they will form one of 
the favorite fruits of vur tables. We 


have introduced date palms on the high 
dry lands of the southwest, and know 
that they can be as well grown in some 
parts of Arizona and California ag in 
the desert of Sahara and Messapotamia. 
Indeed, President Roosevelt and members 
of his cabinet. have eaten dates thus 
grown in America, and we have men in 
the west who are going into date raising 
as a business. The new irrigation works 
which are being established will open up 
a large area of possible date country, and 
dates may in the future be one of our 
most profitable fruit crops.” 

‘“FTow much will dates pay to the acre?’ 

“Walter T. Swingle, who Investigated 
‘date culture in the Sahara, estimates tnat 
(4,000 pounds can be annually produced 
‘on an acre of land, and that after setting 
‘aside a good amount for expenses, the 
inet profit from them will be $150 per 
acre. As it Is now, we use only about 
18,000,000 pounds of dates a year; but ff

hands of a few selected men, who, it is

“Give me some idea of the bamboos of 
Japan and the money in them7?’’ J 
asked. 
| “It would take a book to tell the story,”’ 
\said Mr. Fairchild. ‘““fhere are many va- 
Tieties used for all sorts of purposes. 
|The bamboo, you know, is a giant grass, 
which grows not only in the tropics, put 
‘also in the upper regions of the Andes 
‘and Himalayas, which are covered with 
| deep snow in the winter. The plant Is 
found almost everywhere in the Philip- 
ipines, and the different, varieties may be 
‘introduced into oPrto Rico and Hawaii. 
Some of the bamboos have edible shoots, 
which look like giant asparagus sprouts 
and may pbe cooked and eaten in the 
gaem way. They are a delicious vegetable 
and will some day have a place in the 
American market. Other bamboogs are 
‘grown entirely for the timber and for 
|use in manufacturink. I think the timber 
“species can be grown along the Yazoo 
‘river in Mississippi, and that they would 
be a very valuable crop.”’ 

‘Are bamboos cultivated?” I asked. 

‘Yes, the Japanese treat them with all 
the care of other field crops. They set 
them out in orchards or groves, taking a 
harvest of poles in August or later. Of 
some varieties there are four of five 
thousand to the acre; and more than 
a thousand culms or stalks can be mar- 
keted from them every year. The plants 
are usually set out about twelve feet 
apart and the first stalks cyt when the 
grove is about four years old.”’ 

“Give me some idea of the profits of 
bamboo ralsing.”’ 

“They should be greater here than in 
Japan,’’ said Mr. Fairchild, “and as far 
'as I could learn the business pays very 
well there. Dr. Shiga, of the Japanese 
bureau of forestry, told me that the 
bamboo was one of the best crops of the 
country, often ylelding $50 gold per acre, 
Of this 20 per cent came from the the 
edible shoots. Another Japanese who rais- 
ed bamboo timber told me he was an- 
'nually makfng about $40 per are out of

The water which is used by the peo- 
ple of Columbus Is furnished by a pri- 
vate corporation, which for some years 
drew its supply from @ creek on the 
Alabama side of the river. This sup- 
ply, however, proved insufficient, 


the water works company turned its at- 
tention to the Chattahoochee river, 

This provoked a burst of protest from 
the citizens, as it was alleged the wa- 
ter was piped into the homes of the 
people without a preliminary filtra- 
tion, and ‘the health of the public was 
thereby seriously menaced. Then the 
talk of water works built and owned 
by the city was first heard. 

Later the water works company began 
to pipe water from the Alabama creek 
again and there was no complaint for 
a time, but this supply again ran sbort, 
it is said, and this time it became evi- 
dent that the creek could not keep Co- 
lumbus in water enough to quench the 
thirst of the population. Again, . the 
pumps were connected with the river 
and Chattahoochee-water was piped into 
Columbus residences. 


Water Unfit To Drink. 


Now, it is alleged that on account 
of the sewage dumped into the river at 
and near the city of Columbus, the wa- 
ter from this source is absolutely unfit 
for drinking or cooking purposes. In 
fact, this was stated in a report filed 
by State Chemist McCandless after mak- 
ing an analysis of the fluid.

Onions for Dyphtheria.

The 
poultice in this case is made of the raw 
onion pounded to a plup and bandaged 
around the throat well up to the ears, 
changing as often as the mass becomes 
dry. <A poultice of the same on the sole 
of each foot reduces the fever. The 
mucilaginous properties of onion juice 
make It specially soothing to the iIn- 
flamed mucous _membrane and there- 
fore acceptable in case of whooping 
cough, croup or diphtheria. An excel- 
lent way to make the sirup is to cut the 
onion into slices, sprinkle plentifully with 
sugar and press between hot plates and 
a heavy weight until] all the juice is ex- 
tracted.

made excellent use of information they 
gathered in this way and consequently 
the government decided a safeguard its 
valuable rubbish, and 
present sorting and destroying house. 

And when we consider that more than 
three thousand tons of wastepaper 
have to be cleared out of the state of- 
fices In the course of every year, and 
they now return a clear profit of about 
£2 per ton, whereas at one time they 
yielded nothing, the step was certainly 
justified. 

Some sixty tons of wastepaper in huge 
sacks arrive at the sorting house every 
week. 
by a large staff of women, who, how- 
ever, have little or nothing to do with 
any sacks of paper which may contain 
important state secrets. 

The stuff-they sort is malnly made up 
of used envelopes, letters, telegrams, 
newspapers and official reports, 


are merely sorted into different lots to 


be stored away until there is sufficient | 
of each kind for tenders for purchase to | 


be invited. 


The rubbish from the wastepaper bas- | 


kets of the foreign secretary, his sec- 
retaries, and the other high officials of 
the foreign office staff, arrives in dis- 
tinctly marked sacks, and is taken in 
hand by responsible persons, whose duty 
it is to see that it is at once cut up into 
such minute pieces as ld not possibly 
be fitted together agal 

For this work a machine called a guil- 
lotine—similar in principle to a chaff- 
cutter—is used. Driven by steam, it is 
capable of cutting up many more tons 
of paper a day than the foreign office 
supplies. 

There are, however, other confidential 
papers to be guillotined than those which 
emannate from the foreign office; every 
government office sends contributions of 


| wastepaper, which has to be cut up into 


shreds in order to secure it to secrecy. 

But it is, of course, from the foreign 
office, the war office, and the admiralty 
that the most valuable and important se- 
cret papers come. 

Many a sack of foreign office wastepa- 
per would realize an immense sum of 
money of its contents could be pieced 
together and sold to foreign governments. 
But having once passed through the 


guillotine, it is worth little, and is mere- 
y disposed of to a certain paper-miller 
for repulping and reissue.

_bookbindings, boxes, pocket books, cheap 
|purses, and even into baots and shoes. 

From every government office in tha 
country wagtepaper pours in at the 
Westminster sorting house, go it {is eas- 
ily conceivable how the immense total 
\of wastepaper {fs reached. 

Now and then it hanens that a bit of 
valuable paper gets accidentally into one 
of the waste sacks, and causes an im- 
|}mense amount of trouble. 
| A few months ago a few documents, 
| to compile which had cost nearly £4,000, 
iInadvertently got into a waste sack at 2 
Dprovincial office. 

The papers were not missed until some 
itime after the sacks had been sent up to 
| London to be sorted and destroved, and 
|when It became morally certain that 
they had been sent in the sacks, piteous 
| telegrams were received at Westminster 
begging that nothing should be touched 
until the documents in questfon were als- 
covered. These were quickly followed 
by an agitated official, who, to his tn- 
tense relief, found the papers all ready 
| prepared for the guillotine. 
| It was estimated that to have recom- 
piled the statistics dealt with in those 
papers would have cost the country £12.. 
000, so that their destruction would have 
wiped out about two year's profits from 
_the sortinghouse.

‘‘Monticello,”’ historic as the home of 


Thomas Jefferson,, but for seventy- eight 
years bélonging to the Levy family. 

“It seems somewhat paradoxical,” 
says a recent writer in an illustrated 
article pertaining to Monticello and the 
owners ‘“‘that Thomas Jefferson, the man 
whose name is synonymous with sim- 
plicity, and whose beliefs and tenets are 
as a gospel to those who confound sim- 
plicity with ascetism, should have built 
and been the owner of a: home that an 
eminent architect of recent years has 
justly described as the only palace in 
the United States.’’ 

As there are various opinions prevailing 
as to the history of the old home, the 
writer explains: 

“The house was started about 1764 and 
finished in 1771. On the death of Thomas 
Jefferson in 1826, Monticello was pure 
chased by Com. Uriah P. Levy, an 
ardent admirer of Jefferson, anq at the 
request of Andrew Jackson, then presi- 
dent. It remained in his possession un- 
til his death in 1862, when it descended 
by inheritance to his nephew, the Hon. 
Jefferson M. Levy, so it has been for 78 
years the possession of the Levy famiiy. 

‘Commodore Uriah P. Levy was a dis- 
tinguished naval officer of the old navy, 
served through the war of 1812, the war 
with Tangiers, 
ranking officer in the United States navy 


to secede, tendereg his fortune to Presi- 
dent Lincoln, was assigned the command 
of the Boston navy yard; he was the 
first eubscriber to the United States war 
loan. The present owner of Monticello, 
the nephew of the commodore, Hon. 
Joseph M. Levy, represented the thir- 
teenth congressional district of New York 
in the fifty-sixth congress, Was the 
leader of the gold democrats in the house, 
author of the “Abolition of the War 
Taxes,’’ opposed the Nicaragua canal 
route, and was the first to advocate the 
purchase of Panama.”’ 

The residence is further described as a 
‘noble looking classical structure some- 
what suggestive of the Petit Trianon with 
a colonaded portico, which lends an ex- 
quisite dignity.’”

In the letter of Richard Wagner to 
Mathilde Wesendonk, just published, the 
master shows himself, from a sidé, famil- 
jar perhaps to his intimate circle, but 
new to many who know Wagner only 
as the Titan whose brain conceived the 
“Gotterdammerung,” ‘‘Tamnhauser,’’ and 
“Lohengrin.” 

Of Mathilde Wesendonk the 
sald: 

“She is and-remains my first and only 
love. They were the zenith of my life, 
those fearful, anxious, beautiful years, 
which I spent in the ever-growing en- 
chantment of her nearness. . . They 
hold all the sweetness of my life. 

Mathilde Wesendonk’s relation to the 
master may be very briefly explained. 

Daughter of a worthy merchant of 
Elberfield, she married at 20 Otto Wes- 
endonk, partner in a great New York 
silk business. In 1/85! the Wesendonks, 
with their three children, built a villa 
at Zurich on the Green Hill.

Te proposed amendments to the cnar- 

er of Atlanta were presented to the 
house of representatives yesterday Dy 
the three members from Fulton county. 
The bill wag referred to the general 
judiciary committee and will probably 
be reported upon by that body at an 
early date. 

These are the amendments that nave 
been asked for from time to time by the 
general council of Atlanta. Briefly stated, 
they provide for the following changes 
in the present plan of government: 

Extending the corporate limits as far 
‘north as 200 feet beyond the center of 
Fifteenth street, west as 
feet beyond the cent West Peach- 
tree street, and east «= far as the 
right of way of the Southern railway to 
its intersection with Williams mill road, 


along that road to Prospect street and | 


along the Jatter to the city limits. 


Redistricting the city so as to make not | 


less thant eight wards, but as many more 
4s are desired by the mayor and general 


council, 
Repealing the act establishing the sixth 


ward liner. 


Repealing the act establishing the | 


seventh ward lines. 


Increasing the salaries of the city tax | 


assessors and receivers to $200 per 


month. 
Increasing the salaries of the mayor. 


city comptroller and city engineer to 


$3. per annum. 
raiienes for the election of the city 


marshal by council instead of by the 


people. 

Repealing the section which prevents 
the municipality from charging more 
than $200 per annum for _ business 
licenses and permitting tne city to charge 
as much as is deemed expedient. 

Repealing the section which prevents 
tthe -city from charging more than $50 
per annum for business licenses in addi- 
tion to ad valorum taxes. 

Repealing the section which limits the 
city Hecense tax upon brokerage busi- 
nesses to $300 per annum, and permitting 
the city to charge these businesses as 
much as it deemed expedient. 

These are all of the charter amend- 
ments that will be asked for this year, 

They are_ requested in two bills. The 
bill which extends the city limits and 
gives the municipal government author- 
ity to redistrict the city was put into a 
separaie bill, because it was believed it 
would be made the subject of attack, 
and the city authorities did not wish to 
place in danger all charter amendments 
by the possible death of the extension 
bill.

The prison commission has requested 
Chairman F. L, Pendergrass, of the 
‘board of county commissioners _of Jack-

‘It is charged that the only misdemeapor 
convict in the gang at the time the coup- 
ity secured felony convicts from the

'davits relating to these complaints have 
‘been placed in the hands.of the prison 
commission by A. V. Deadwiler, a promi- 
nent citizen of Jackson county.

@te covering by shorts who did not care 
to carry their commitments over Stn- 
Gay in a weather market. The buying 
was leisurely, however, and showed no 
undue anxiety, and the market ruled 
generally quiet, with operations confined 
chiefly to local professionals. 


New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Ofleans, June 25.—Spot cotton 
Quiet but steady. Sales !,750, including 
200 to arrive and 800 f..o. b. terms. 
Quotations unchanged. 

Futures opened steady and prices were 
unchanged to 7 points lower. The mer- 
ket was extreméiy dull throughout the 
ehort Saturday session. The most bear- 
ish feature was found in the visible 
supply statement which showed extreme- 
ly small spinners’ takings and also a 
emaller demvease in American cotton than 
was shown at the same date last year. 
This statement, together with the rather 
unfavorable Liverpool, served to hold 
prices down for a short time after the 
opening, but their bearish effect was soon 
offset by the weather map and forecast. 
The one showed continued drought where 
rain was badly needed, and the other 
predicted colder weather over the great- 
er portion of the belt. The forecast gave 
prices decided strength, all positions parr 
ticipating in the advance. , The market 
closed steady, the old crop~-months show- 
ing net gains of 8 to 9 points and $ to 6 
points on the new.

WRITER OF PRIZE ESSAY 


HE prize of $10 offered by 


Constitution to the students of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college, 


at Dahlonega. for the best essay on the 
“Advantages of an Agricultural Educa- 
tion.” was won by Robert JAutherford, 
of Culloden. Monroe county, Georgia, 
member of the graduating class. 

The judges appointed to examine and 
pass upon the various essays submitted 
tn the contest were Professor W. M. 
Beott stnte entomologist; Hon. W. B. 
Morritt, state school commissioner, and 
Colone] Harvie Jordan. 

The successful composition is present- 
ed below In full: 

“Agriculture is the basis of all wealth. 
The manufacturers of cotton and woolen 
goods are dependent on the farmer, tne 
merchants are dependent on the manu- 
facturers, and the consumers are de- 
pendent on the merchants. All transpor- 
tation agents are dependent on the tarm- 
ers. If a small crop is made, they have 
very little freight; therefore receive Dut 
vety little money. From this you can 
easily see the need of a thorough knowl- 


edge of agriculture. 

“A Jarge per cent of the farmers of 
today know but very littie of the science 
ef agriculture. They buy the fertilizer 
that 1s recommended by the dealer, re- 
gardleag of its eomposition, and plant one 
crop on the same land for many years in 
succession. ‘They have no definite way to 
plow and cannot tell whether they are 
plowing to kill weeds or preserve mois- 
ture. What is the result’ ‘hey make 
hardly enough to pay expenses. 

“A farmer who has an agricultural 
education knows that in the commercial 
transactions in fertilizing materials two 
systems of purchase are used. The first 
is known as the ‘unit’ system, in which 
ease the quotations or prices afe based 
on the unit. A unit is | per cent on tne 
basis of a ton, or twenty pounds. For 
‘example, a unit of available phosphoric 
acid means twenty pounds, and a quota- 
tion of $! per unit, which is the same as 
5 cents per pound. ‘I‘he other method is 
known as the ‘ton basis.” ‘his system 
works well with standard high products, 
since the @Qn basis is a fair guide as to 
the cost of the constituents. TNe first is 
the better of the two, because it is satis- 
factory to both the dealer and the con- 
sumer. With a full knowledge of these 
°twoa systems, the farmer can benetit him- 
feelf. the manufacturer, the merchant and 
the consumer. He saves mopwey in buy- 
ing the fertilizer and benefits others by 
‘making a larger crop. What could me 
manufacturer, the merchant and con. 
sumer do if the farmer failed to produce 
cotton. corn, wheat, rice and sugarcane?’ 
“Notring. If the cotton crop does not 
‘exceed ten million bales each year, the 
whole-world is disturbed. From this, you 
can see how many people are dependent 
on the farmer. If the welfare of sa 
many people depends upon his success, 
is it not important that he should he 
educated for his svecial work? 

“Very few farmers know anything 
about the rotation of crops. ‘his is one 
of the most important factors that. l-ad 
+o their success. Rv a careful rotation 
of crons, the fertility of the soil is in- 
erearced- and the farmers *re not com- 
pelled to buy certain fertilizer constitu- 
ents which these crops furnish to the 
soll. Ry this they get larger crops, nénce 
more money. ” 

“One rerson why a great many farm- 
ers remain poor is because they raise 
very little besides cotton and corn. When 
the vrice of cotton is low they frill deen- 
Iv in debt. because they do not mare 
enough morev to nay for the flour, meat, 
etc.. which they buv from the merchents. 
The suceessful farmer does not do this: 
he rfises evervthine that he possthiy 
can ot home, and is therefore more inde- 
menden* Tf i] the farmers would dno 
‘thre the country would be better off fn 
everv resne ct, 

“When the conntry was first settied the 
ecil was verv fertile, ‘Then the farmers 
‘peed very little fertilizer and made larger 
CTODR, which thev rereived 9 wrod 
rmrice. Fach vear since then the fartility 
ef the «ot? has heen pradualiv decrene- 
ine. and jit will continue to do so wntil 
the farmers awaken to the fact that In 
arder te make gno0d crons they must 
feorn something akout the soil. At the 
PPeden+ tire, farmers use large 
amoaunte of fertilizer ar make cam- 
marativels «mall crores. This is heranse 
they wnt tfntan the sotl certain 
eaenatitue=ta that ere not taken un hv the 
plant in its crowth An agricultural edu- 
cation world heneft the farmers very 
much bv enabling them to buy the i'ght 
cov etituents. 

‘"The United States department of agri- 
/ culture and the state experiment sta- 
| ¢fons are doing all in their power to intro- 
‘dnuee new and better methods of farming. 
They know the necessity of better meth- 
' ads, and in order to get the farmers to 
‘Jay aside the ol4 method and take uv 
‘the new, they send out bulletins which 
coat the farmers nathing. If the farmers 
woul only follow the plans laid out in 
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ROBERT RUTHERFORD,

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these bulletins, they would make better 
crops. 

“The agricultural college is now appre- 
clated as never before. A great many 
of the colleges and universities have an 
agricultura] course. They have experi- 
enced professors who conduct a series of 
experiments each year for the benefit of 
the pupils who study agriculture. In 
France, each year, there are between 
three and four thousand example 
laid out, in which each agricuiturist can 
see with his own eyes the trials of the 
best kinds of crops and the use of the 
most appropriate manures. 

“An agricultural education makes 
farming attractive. If a farmer does not 
know the _ science of agriculture, the 
farm life is a drudge to him; but if he 
does, he is constantly trying some new 
plan. hecause he is interested in it. lt is 
a pleasure for him to farm, and ‘he 
makes it a pleasure for those around 
him. 

“A person in a city works all day in 
a strain, has Nnardly time to eat his 
meals. and is always in confinement; 
while the farmer works with a free will, 
comes home to his meals and then les 
down on the green grass under the snady 
trees and breathes the pure country alr. 
He is a happy man. There are thousands 
of people in the cities who would be 
better off if thev would go to the-coun- 
try. but they doubt their ability to farm., 
Such a one needs an agricultural educa- 
tion to prepare him for €irm work. The 
successful] farmer has everything he 
wents. He has money to buy books; he 
raises fruit and many other things that 
‘he needs to make him a happy man. 
This is not the case in the crowded cities 
nf our countrv. Why. then, should the 
veople not learn something about agricul- 
ture and go to the country? This is a 
question which they wil! have to answer 
themselves. 

“The socletv in the cities jis known to 
(he growing more corrupt. It is left to 
the fermer to brine up pure men and 
undefiled women. We want the farmer 
also to have cultured men and women; 
therefore we want to show that farm 
life can he made lucrative and attractive 
to educated men and women. Sunsnfne 
makes hrain as well as brawn. and when 
aur country bovs cease to lefve the tarm 
for the cities. »nd learn of the vast on- 
nortunities which farmine offers, the 
neanle will hegin to move fram the 
cities into the countrv. This wil cause 
the eountry to be nrorressive again. 

“Tha educated mon knows the value of 
beautv. He heantifies his home and 
makes it attractive in every respect. A 
country home car be. built for half as 
much as one {in the city, and the hand 
‘zuided bv the trained miné@ can now 
heantify it at but little expense. 

“Tet us think more of an agricultural 
icdneation. Intelligence always commands 
| Tespect whether the merson who nosses- 
igec it weare hroadeloth or overrlie We 
ineed educated men on the farm who can 
llay down the rlow and take un the nen 
ity Aefend the'tr ocennation and rights.

Paris, June 25.—Dr. Metchnikoff, the 
celebrated bacterlologist of the Pasteur 
institute, has discovered the microbe of 
old age.

“Senility,”” which was treated with ad- 
mirable lucidity and simplicity, and was 
wholly devoid of sensationalism, though 
the announcements which it contained 
were sensational jn themselves.

ICAN VISITORS 
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Ganterbury Cathedral, Which Will 
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the unsound condition of this portion .of 
the structure, which has made its restorae- 
tion imperative lest the tower should 
Share the fate of Venice's Campanile. 
Historically known as the “Bel] Harry” 
tower, this crowning achfévement 
Canterbury's archd&ect commonly re 
garded as the finest example of the pen 
pendicular style of church architecture if 
England, although the name of its de 
signer has not been handed down to poss 
terity. Its construction was begun in 
[472 and it replaced a former tower call- 
ed the ‘‘Angel stepple.”’ a name bestowed 
on it because of the glided cherubim whe 
was perched on the pinnacle. It is 23f 
feet high and 35 feet in diameter, buf 
such is the dignity and stateliness of th¢« 
design that it conveys the impressios 
of much larger dimensions. 

After Westminster Abbey and St. Paul, 
Canterbury cathedral is the most highly 
prized of England's churches, both fof 
its architectural Seauty and its historts- 
cal associations. It originated, it is said, 
in a church formerly used by the Roman 
Christians and which St. Augustine cons 
secrated under the name of Christ church 
when he became archbishop of Canter- 
bury in 597. Enlarged some 350 years 
later by Archbishop Odo, it was totally 
‘destroyed by fir@ in 1067. Archbishop 
| La frane rebuilt it, but the choir wag 
‘again wholly burned down in 1174, and to 
‘rebuild it a number of French and Eng- 
lish artificers were summoned. Among 
| the former was one William, of Sens, whe 
‘turned out to be a man of real genius and 
to him the work was entrusted. He Wied, 
however, in 1176 before the work was 
finished, but a worthy sucressor was 
found in another William, this time an 
Englishman, and to him due the com- 
pletion of the existmg unique and beau- 
tiful choir, the choir transept, and the 
corona or circular apse which under the 
name of “Becket crown" perpetuates 
the memory of the famous archbishop 
who was murdered in the cathedral, 

“Of the cowards that eat ray bread is 
there none will ride me of this turbulent 
priest?” hastily exclaimed King Henry 
Il, wearying of his long quarrels with the 
soldier prelate and champion of church 
supremacy. How four knights overheard 
these hasty words and interpreting them 
as a royal mandate, stole into the @a- 
thedral one evening and slew the arch- 
bishop before the altar of St. Bendict, 
every school boy knows. Under threat of 
excommunicating him the church made 
King Henry pay a heavy bill of damages 
for instigating that sacriligious crime. 
Becket was canonized and his bones were 
deposited in a splendid shrine in the ca- 
'thedral which for three centuries con- 
tinued to be the object of one of the 
great pilgrimages of Christendom. Then 
came along another King Henry, eighth 
of the name, the much married monarch, 
iwho, caring not a button for excommuni- 
cation, quarreled with the pope on the 
question of royal matrimonial rights and 
_privileges and determined to set up as 

ead of the English church himself.

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HE town of Clarksville, far famed 
for the beauty of its scenery, the de- 
lightful salubrity of its climate, and 
the purity of its waters, was organized 
under the act of the legislature of 1818. 

The county of Habersham was carved 
out of a large territory of the lands of 
the Cherokee Indians, in the northeast- 
érn part of the state. This large terri- 
torial extent has been gradually dimin- 
ishd by the organization of new coun- 
tles. Habersham surrendeging portions 
of her soil for the making of the coun- 
ties of White, Rabun, Franklin, Lumpkin 
and Banks, until her present boundry 
has been established. 

The early settlers found here the Cher- 
okee Indians, who had given names to 
the mountains, the falls and streams: 
they had blazed out the trails which 
marked the ways for the white man’s 
roads. Eventually by treaty and purchase 
the Indian passed away, leaving behind 
as a reminder of his once undisturbed 
possession, the musical names of the hills 
and streams.

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Remarkable Career of N, B. Broward of Florida---Commanded Filibuster Three Friends During Cuban Revolution 
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ROM knotting the noose about the 

neck of a negro murderer and from 

commanding a filibustering craft, to 
the governorship of a great state is a far 
cry, but it has been achieved by Napoleon 
Bonaparte Broward, of Florida. 

Years ago he was sheriff of Duval 
county, in which Jacksonville is located, 
and in that capacity hanged a negro who 
bad shot a policeman to death. 

During the Cuban revolufion he became 
famous as the cammander of the Three 
Friends. which eluded the United States 
revenue and landed many a cargo of 
arms in Cuba for the patriots who were 
fighting Spain. 

Now he has been named for governor 
by the democrats of Florida, and in a few 
months will take the oath of office. 

It may be that the mere bearing of 
the first consul’s name is sufficient to 
successfully coddle fortune and carve 


@estiny. However that maybe, certain it | 


ts that a goodly share of romance which 
fell to the lot of his distinguished pro- 
totype, both on the high seas and tne 
political undulations, mas come to Na- 
poleon Bonaparte Broward. 

His life briefly accounted for, after 
the style of the political biographer, 
would’read in this manner: Born upon 4 
Florida farm; at !4 an inmate of a 10g- 
ging camp; at 16, by his own account 
and in his own words, 4 roustabout on a 
river steamer; at 18, one of the crew of 
a cod-fisher on the banks of Newfound- 
land; at 20, again on the St. John river; 
for one year a pilot on the st. John bar; 
at 25, part owner and operator of river 
steamer lines; at 30, appointed sheriff of 
Duval county, Florida, which was the be- 
ginning of his political career; at 48, 
member of the general assembly of fFior- 
ida, representing Duval county, and four 
years later, at 47, nominee of the demo- 
cratic party for governor. 


Remarkable Fight. 


The political fight just ended in blor- 
fda, resulting in the nomination of Mr. 
Broward for governor, was the most 
remarkable in the history of the state, 
perhaps. The race just terminated be- 
tween Robert W. Davis and Napoleon B. 
Broward was a fight in which the pre- 
ponderance of conservative sentiment 
stood overwhelmingly for Davis. ‘Ihe 
fight made by Broward had been one of 


organization; his forces were wel] mar. 
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shaled, whereas the defense put up Dy 
Davis was one of popular approval of 
his long and useful public career to the 
state of Florida. Before the first pri- 
mary Mr. Davis had no campaign com- 
mittee, or any other organized forces 
at work. He was in congress and did not

| distributed broadcast over the state. An,

|The youth composed the paper at the re- 
‘quest of his teacher to write upon the 
life of some great man, and he wrote as 
| follows: 
| “Our teacher told us to write about 
| great men. I am going to write about 
| Mr. N. B. Broward. He is a very great 
| man. Last year he ran for sheriff and 
| beat Bowden. When he was a little boy 
he used to board with my father. He | 
was poor and had to make his own way. 
Now he is famous. He was a pale faced | 
boy, but now he is a big fat man able to | 
work. He goes to Cuba, and carries | 
powder and shot and dynamite to the 
'Cubans, His‘ boat is called the Three 
| Friends. She can outrun any boat in, 
l the United States. One time the Spanish 
boats got after her and she whipped them 
all. The Spaniards are so afraid of MTF. | 
Broward and his boat that they offered | 
a large reward for her capture. Now | 
the Three Friends is tied up with three | 
revenue cuttems watching her, but whea | 
she wants to go to Cuba, she is going.

A Rapid Dash to Open Sea.

Revenue Cutter in Hot Pursuit. 


Although the departure was made with 
'the utmost celerity, the Spanish vice con- 
'sul notified the collector of customs that 
i\the Three Friends Was gone, and that 
‘there was something suspicious about it. 
|The collector dispatched a messenger to 
|Captain Kilgore, of the revenue cutter 
'Boutwell, to catch the ‘I'hree Friends. 
|Captain Kilgore started at once in pur- 
suit, with his revenue cutter, and made 
‘inquiries ag he went, of the fishermen 
|along the river. 
One fisherman at New Berlin trying to 
‘launch his boat from the platform where 
she had been thrown by the passing 
steamer, said: “Some darned boat passed 
here, throwing my boat up on the pilat- 
form; and if she kept on at the same 
‘rate of speed she will by now have reach- 
ed a place too hot for you to catch her 
in.’’ The Boutwell proceeded on her way 
‘to the mouth of the river. Here she ask- 
ed the keeper of the pilof boat whether 
‘the Three Friends passed during the 
night. “God knows what passed here: 
| something the color of blue dawn with 
| her forward deck piled high with boats. 
;and her after deck filled with boxes, or 
‘something of the Kind. ‘Ihe swell she 
‘made in passing washed our decks and 
floated our boats.” 
| One day in the month of February, 
| 1896, two Cuban patriots, accompanied 
‘by an interested friend, C. B. Barnard, 
of Tampa met by appointment with J. A. 
Huau, Cuban-American; J. M. Barrs, at- 
torney, and Captain N. B. Broward, in 
the cigar factory owned by Mr. Huau. 
Here a contract was discussed between 
Messrs. Huau, Hernandez, Freeman and 
'Barnard, on the part of the Cuban revo- 
|lutionists, and Messrs. Barrs and Brow- 
‘ard, on the part of the I’hree Friends, to 
i'take to Cuba a company of Cuban pa- 
\triots under the command of General 
‘Enrique Colasso, and, also, to tow over 
'the same trip the schooner Stephen R, 
‘Mallory of Cedar Keys, laden with arms 
and ammunition. 
| Py taking them on the Three Friends 
‘and towing the schooner loaded with 
‘munitions of war, it would avoid a yviola- 
/tion of the law against “carrying an arm- 
‘ed expedition into a foreign country with 
| whom we are at peace.”’ Of course the 
‘owners of the Three Friends were de- 
sirous of avoiding any violation of the 
/United States statutes.

Behind the first or seaward row 
there are numbers of small islands, with 
narrow, crooked channels between almost 
innumerable sand bars. which make it al- 
most impossible for revenue cutters to 
catch the small vessels, once they get 
behing the first row of keys. 

Seaward from these is Hawk channel. 
This is deep enough for boats drawing I! 
feet of water. It has shoals of coral

‘nels between them., The water here is so 
‘transparent that bottom can be seen 6U 
‘fect Gown and vegetation of varied hues, 
‘large fans, many feet in width and two to 
‘six feet high, reflecting ail the colors of 
the rainbow.

‘one’s head up, as some huge rock comes

Captain Biott 
and his crew, aided by our sympathizers 
of the Cuban cause, successfully loaded 
the schooner on a dark, rainy night. She 
started at once on her trip to Caesar 
‘ereek, where she was to be joined by the 
Three Friends. Caesar creek leads to tne 
place where the treasures of pirates are 
supposed to be secreted. 

Captain Kilgore turned his 
proceeded back to Jacksonville 
to hear the newsboys, along the

A portion of the troops 
were already landed when the Spaniards 
discovered the presence of the Three 
Friends. The cargo had been hoisted on 
and everything made ready for a 
discharge of the men and cargo. 

Burying the Arms. 

This done, fifteen Cuban troops started 
for the shore in each of the large boats, 
with large quantities of armg 
ammunition. They had only been 
gone a few minutes when two men re- 
turned with tbe first lifeboat, and ree 
ported that we were off a Spanish towng 
that the large bullding, just visible in the, 
darkness 100 yards on our starboard side, 
was a Spanish fort. He also reported that 
General Vasques and four men were 
guarding the door to the fort, hoping to 
keep the guard from coming out. The 
three large lifeboats had filled with water 
as they struck the beach, and one of 
them had gone to pleces. The Cubans 
were then diving up the arms and am- 
munition, and digging holes along the 
beach with their machetes, in which to 
bury them. 

The general at once ordered Colonel} 
Hernandez to go ashore with the steam- 
er's lifeboats and bring back with him 
the Cubans that had landed. This in- 
formation was interpreted to Captain 
Broward. by Colonel Hernandez, as was 
also the information that the pilot had 
missed landing place agreed upon, 
by a distance of 2 miles, where they 
were expecting a conjunction with Gen- 
eral Lacrett’s force. He suggested to 
Captain Broward that they would try to 
get the men back and attempt a landing 
next night. Captain Broward sug- 
gested, however, that the Spaniards 
would be so much on the alert the next 
night that a landing anywhere in the 
vicinity would be impossible, and he 
adéed further that if it were a Spanish 
town, by landing the whole force of Cu- 
bans they.-might make it a Cuban town 
before morning. The general responded:, 
“We will go ashore.” 

These last had searcely left the steamer 
a moment on their perilous journey 
ashore, when the search light of a small 
gunboat was thrown on the beach, re-

The first trial of the Australian ballot 
system proved its merit and there will 
doubtless never be a backward step on 
this line In Atlanta. On the contrary, 
the present rules will doubtless be im- 
proved from time to time and the Ssys- 
tem made as perfect as it is possible for 
such a system to be. 

The excellent system in vogue in Atlan- 
ta has been a shining example to the 
rest of the state and the proposition be- 
fore the state legislature to enact a gfn- 
eral law on the basis of the Australian 
system comes indirectly as a result of 
the good example set by Atlanta. That

How the Reform Began. 


with an interview 
on September 6, 
H. Brotherton gave the following inter- 
view to this paper: 


“In order for a county or city to pros- 


per,’ said he, “it is essfmtial and abso- | 
to have good govern- | 


lutely necessary 
ment. and to have g00d government it 
requires ‘good men in office. and to get 
the best men in the community to be- 
come candidates for office, they have to 
be convineed that the election will be 
fairly conducted and none but those who 
are legal voters are allowed to vote. 

‘In 2 county like ours that is so over- 
democratic, a democratic 
primary, honestly and fairly conducted, 
fe eonivalent to an election. 
get good men to offer and nominate the 
hest men that do offer. I would suggest 
that the county democratic executive 
committee order a primary for the pur- 
nose of selecting candidates for the 
county offices at the election in January 
next under these regulations: 

“1! Polls shall be open in all the six 
wards of the city of Atlanta from 7 2. 
m. to 6 pv. m., and in the country pre- 
eIncts from 8 a.-m. to 3 p. m.: each poll- 
ing place to be managed and controlled 
by three managers, to be aprointed by a 
euhcommittee of five from this body, 
committee to be selected by the chair- 
man and the chairman pro tem.: said 
managers shall consolidate the vote and 
report the same to this committee at the 
court house by 1/2 o'clock 
day after said election. 

“9 In said election only democrats 
who shal] have registered with the tax 
co'lector of the county shall be entitled 
to vote. Fach person should vote in the 
ward or militia district in which he lives. 
A list of the reg!fstered voters shou!d he 
furnished the managers by the subcom- 
mittee of five above referred to. 

“3 In the interest of a fair and hon- 
est election the use of carriages for haul- 
ing voters to the polls and employment 
of workers to solicit votes should be 
strictly prohibited; the candidate that 
elther directly or indirectly, in person 
or through others, violates this rule 
should be declared not nominated wheth- 
er he receives a majority of the votes 
east or not. : 

“The last primary election was' the 
fairest this county ever had,”’ continued 
the speaker. ‘‘In my opinion you don’t 
improve upon the rules that govern it.’”’ 


Talks of the System. 

When Captain Brotherton was asked 
his reasons for having the modified Aus- 
tralian ballot system adopted by At- 
lanta, he was sitting In the old arm 
chair at his store. He produced a scrap 
book in which he has pasted many of 
the articles that have heen written about 
him. He also produced large packages 
of printed matter about the elections 
that have been held in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county during the past decade and 
after getting his facts in hand, and 
after handing «toa the representative of 
The Constitution several of these clip- 
pings, ballots and resolutions, he replied: 

“The manner in which elections were 
held in Atlanta before Tf induced the 
executive committee to adopt the pres- 
ent system,’’ he said, “was simply awful.

It {fs eolored. and its color !{s 
never known ‘until it makes its appear 
ance at the polls. for the reason that it 
guarded. The printer who 
ballots sworn recrecy, 
and his or trade mark does not 
-anvear vren the ballots. 

On each ballot is the name of all can- 
dfdates for office, printed in large black 
letters and go prominent as to be easily 
read without the assistance of spectacles 
by most men. 

On the back of the ticket ts printed In 
‘three places “Official Ballot,’’ and under- 
neath appears the signatures of the chair- 
iman of the executive committee, the 
secretary of the committee and the chair- 
mon of the subcommittee. * 

To stifl further guard against the 
‘Nicit use of any of these tickets, 
managers and clerks are given only as 
|many tickets as there are registered 
voters, about one hundred additional he- 
‘ing thrown in for the use of those who 
‘spoil their first tickets. The managers 
‘and clerks are held to strict account for 
‘these tickets, and they must return or 
‘account for all that are given them. 

The managers are also given a ticket 
puncher. They are required to punch 
every ticket as they hand it to a voter 
‘and see that the punch is there when he 
returns it to be placed in the ballot box.

JAPAN THE STRATEGIC 
FIELD OF THE WORLD 


In a recent issue The Christian Advo- 
(vate has the following timely article on 
| Japan and other countries of the world.)

When Bishop Calloway was here in 
|Japan he wrote, if IT mistake not, that 
this country was the strategic field of 
}the Far Wast. in the light of recent 
-events we can see that he was clearly 
iright in his estimate of the situation in 
the Orient. A few reasons may be men- 
' tioned why the church at home should 
‘concentrate her energies of prayer, faith, 
‘men, and means in jarger measures than 
ever before for the speedy conversion of 
‘the Japanese nation. 

In the first plac the heart of this 
ination is more open to the gospel. 
Everywhere, almost. the missionaries re- 
port a most encouraging situation and a 
promising outlook. There is more Bible 
study going on in this country than ever 
before known. There is an eager 
for the English language, and the women 
‘are attending cooking classes for instruc- 
ition in foreign cookery to an extent truly 
‘remarkable. During the six years of my 
absence, it is plain, there has been con- 
siderable advance, and a marked change 
(‘in the spirit of the people toward for- 
eigners and foreign ideas, and especially 
'toward Christianity. 

In the next place, the Japanese people 
are more kindly disposed toward the 
English and the Americans than toward 
any other nations. They feel that we 
are their true friends in this time of 
|desperate struggle with Russia. On 
cars, the steamers, when the Japanese 
ask me what my honorable country is, 
and I reply ‘“‘Beikoku,’’ they are at once 
pleased. The developments of interna- 
tional affairs and the common interest 
in international commerce have brought 
the Japanese: nation into closer bonds 
‘with us and are driving them farther 
from France and Germany. This means 
|greater opportunities for our Protestant 
church of the English speaking world: it

‘means less opportunity and advantage for | 


the Romish and Greek-Russian churches. 
_But, O, does not this also mean greater 
responsibility? It seems to me that God’s 
' sovereign hand of providence and of his- 
tory is lifted up to call the church of 
America and Great Britain to double 
their contributions of men and means to 
| win Japan, and that speedily, fer Christ. 
As to the present desperate conflict 
with Russia, I assume two things: First. 
that Japan has the right on her side, 
and that she will win in the end. It 
may cost her streams of blood and al- 
most untold outlay of money. War is 
at best a horrible thing. I cannot do 
| better in this connection than to give 
|an extract from Brother W. E. Town- 
| son's letter, received a few days ago: 
“Russia is an Asiatic semi-barbarous 
power trying to pose as a leader of Eu- 
ropean civilization. It (the war) will be 
a desperate affair, especially the land 
part of it, but even there Japan will 
win, though at frightful cost. I don't 
believe any nation can treat God's an- 
cClent people as Russia has the Jews, 
and go unpunished. Japan may be his 
instrument of iron—‘a new sharp thrash- 
ing instrument having teeth'—to do his 
work. For Japan it is a life-and-death 
| struggle. She knows it, and she will 
prosecute the war with a desperation 
born of that fact. I grieve for those 
doomed to die, and ] pray for a speedy 
ending of the terrible struggle, but I 


| cannot see but that Japan has right on

‘young Chinamen of the best families 
‘have been attending the schools in Tokio, 
Japan's capital ang chief educational cen- 
iter. Think what this means—that those 
young men will return to China With a 
certain Japanese impression upon them, 
and with certain ideas and points of view 
of e@ducation. Japan’s system of edu- 
cation is thoroughly secular, godless, ma- 
terialistic as to its spirit. Japan is far 
more progressive than China or Korea, 
as to all things pertaining to our western 
civilization, and she is bound to gain in 
power and leadership in her future rela- 
‘tions with those two countries. But if 
the Christian churches in America and 
Great Britain sit by while Japan be- 
comes thoroughly imbued with the world- 
ly side of our civilization only, will 
thereby become qualified to teach China? 
Never. Nothing can qualify for a domi- 
nant place among the peoples of the 
Orient but the religton of Jesus Christ. 
So that what we do for Japan now is 
really for China and Korea also. Still 
further, the part of Japan occupied by 
the Southern Methodist church is becom- 
ing more and more important. 

Let your readers consider 
face—namely, that the Kobe district in- 
‘eludes within its boundary lines more 
than three and a half millions of people; 
and it is a section steadily growing in 
population, commerce and manufacturing. 
Here is Kobe, 280,000 people; there is 
Kioto, the old capital and present seat 
of thesecond government university in 
the empire, 350,000 people; and there is 
Osaka, the chief commercial and manu- 
facturing city in Japan, with 1,000,000 
‘people; and there are other cities from 
25.000 to 50,000 people in this one district 
alone. And the way is open, the hearts of 
the people are open for our message. But 
we have not the men to send. Hyogo, the 
old city by the side of which the modern 
Kobe has sprung up, has a population of 
60,000 people, and it is right at our door, 
but we have not any chapel or any Chris- 
tian work there whatever. As I said and 
wrote, some years ago, I still say that a 
‘married couple ought to be sent out im- 
mediately who shall learn the language, 
and then settle in Hyogo for work. Ten 
davs ago, in company with Brother C. B. 
Moseley, presiding elder of the Kobe dis- 
trict, I passed through TdPamatsu, on 
the Inland sea, an hour's ride from Ta- 
'dotsu; and, though these two places have 
together a population of 60,000 people, we 
|have neither missionary nor Japanese 
worker in either place. Why? There is 
no one to be sent. What a grand opening!
